Association held an important meet- 
tag on Saturday last. The question 
of improvement* to the/packing house 
*w*» under discussion. Thi» Associa- 


tion has always handled a greater per- 
centage of fruit than any other Asso- 
ciation in the valley, and the coming 
season will be no exception, the out- 
put being estimated at 300 cars. 


To enable the management to han- 


dle this large output with rapidity the 
directors have decided to make some 
additions to the present building.and 
fit.it with the most improved machin- 
ery. 
It is estimated that these im- 


provements will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $1200. 


.At the meeting no action or endorse- 


ment was taken on the respective 
.merits of fumigation and spraying, 
but the directors will use their right 
if any damage results from the use of 
spray to pro-rate the damaged fmit 
separately.

School Troubles. 


The action of the trustees of the 


Lower Azusn school district in forbid- 
ding certain families from 
sending 


their children to the Covina schools 
has started a fight which will probably 
result in the district being, by con- 
sent, absorbed in the Azusa City and 
Covina City school districts. 


The fight has 
already become so 


heated that County Superintendent 
Keppel visited the district Wednesday 
to attempt the pacification of the dis- 
contented. This he was partially suc- 
cessful in doing by granting permits 
to several families to send their child- 
ren to the Covina schools. This estab- 
lished a precedent and the inevitable 
division of the district can possibly be 
averted for some time by these pacific 
measures. 


The trouble is somewhat in the na- 


ture of a race, war, a number «f Mexi- 
cans of the poorer class being patrons 
of the school. Some of these children, 
the Argus is informed by a p^.rtv who 
desires to send his childien to the Co- 
vina schools, are rough, rv.Ac, and at 
times conduct themselves in a manner 
positively indecent, and he for one 
would 
not tolerate his girls asso- 


ciating with this class. 
The County 


j Superintendent furnished this family 
with a permit to come to the Covina 
schools. 


Geographically the southern portion 


of this district should be in the Covina 
High School district, as shown by the 
fact that the children of the Lower 
Azusa trustees are attending the Co- 
vina High School. The question of 
the accessibility of the High School 
will enter largely into the question of 
the division of the district.

of a public library building. 


All the trustees were present, and by 


request Dr. H. E. Herron, a recent ar- 
rival from Pittsburg and an intimate 
acquaintance of Mr. Carnegie, also 
met with the board and offered many 
valuable suggestions. 


It was decided that the necessary 


papers should at once be forwarded to 
Mr. Carnegie's secretary, showing 
that the city had guaranteed the sum 
of $600 per year for the maintaiuance 
of a library and offering to furnish a 
suitable site free from all encum- 
brances, conditions which must be 
complied with before Mr. Carnegie 
will entertain any proposals. 


The trustees are anxious that par- 


ties having sites suitable for such a 
building will file with the secretary a 
written statement of the terms on 
which such property can be secured on 
or before the 25th day of October.

His day 
of financial glory are gone and the news companies find It a hard 
proposition to employ boys who can sell newspapers, magazines, books, 
fruit and what not on the railroad trains. 
The reason Is that the boys 


<3o not onrn the money that they did In other days. 


The faded glory of the train boy Is attributed to a multitude of causes, 


but the paramount cause may be placed at the door of the hustlmg young 
chaps who sell newspaper* on the station platforms. 
Passengers buy news- 


papers before they get on the trains. Then there Is the street fruit stand. If 
a traveler wants fruit he Is going to buy It at a fruit stand, where ho can 
get two oranges for n nickel. The tralnboy must get a nickel for one. News- 
papers must also bring the trainboy a nickel. 
The platform boy sells It 


for two cents. 


There are but few of the old trnln "boys" left. They began business baclc 


In the days when the train boy was called the "peanut." 
That was when 


the train boys sold peanuts on the train at five cents a glass. 
For a nickel 


one can get four glasses of peanuts to-day. 
Between fifteen and twenty 


years ago the railroads declared against the sale of shell peanuts In trains 
and the "peanut" lost bis title. 
After that, some one gave him the title of 


"butcher." 
Nobody knows where the n.-ime came from, but It's stuck Just 


the same. Hut to-day he is "his majesty, the train boy." 


"The good old days are gone," mused one of the veteran "boys," as he 


wiped a cinder from the corner of his eye. 
"It won't be many years now 


until the news agents on the trains will be a forgotten fancy. 
We barely 


make a living now. In the old days we made money so fast we didn't appre- 
ciate it. Ten dollars clear profit was not an unusual day's work with us. 
I have made a fortune in my time, but I spent it, too. 
I'll make good during 


the St. Louis exposition, however." 


"Do you make big money during the expositions?" 
"Do we? A man with a good exposition train has got a cinch. 
You 


see, the exposition trains lay In the sidetracks and the passengers have to 
be amused. So they oat and read and we get the money. 
I'll enjoy the St. 


Louis show. I am sure." 


The modern train boy Is not "up to snuff." Few of the boys that enter 


the employment of the news companies "make good." 
They either lack 


energy, or are Inclined to let their goods stand Idle, while they see flip 
sights along the line. 
The company requires each boy to give security for 


the goods he takes away*and he is fined If ho neglects to euro properly for 
his .stock. The companies require that the boy must be over 18 years old; hp 
must be 5 feet, or over, In height, and. above all, must not be a cigarette 
smoker. lie Is also required to sign a reh ase. which exempts the railroad and 
iii-rws companies from paying damages If he Is injured. 


The twentieth century train boy is uusally a flippant youngster, who has 


an idea that the world belongs to him because he rides a train and wears a 
uniform. That is one of the worries of the news company. Rut, good or bad, 
the train boy Is passing into the realm of "has-been," and he will soon be 
seen no more on the trains.—Indianapolis News.

in which the great powers will engage.

This ambition of France 
is, of 


conrse, well known and well under- 
stood. 
What is not well known and 


will not be easily understood is that 
Great Britian has consented to stand 
aside and to abandon her almost tra- 
ditional attitude of protection of the 
royal prerogatives of the sultan of 
this African kingdom. Less than ten 
years ago Great Britian would not 
have hesitated to make war with 
Fiance, if necessary, in defense of the 
integrity of Morocco. The sultan, as 
Jate as the spring of the present year, 
relied with absolute confidence upon 
British support. 
Whether he has yet 


become aware of its withdrawal has 
not transpired. 


The explanation of 
this radical 


•change of policy on the part of the 
British government is only partially 
•clear. 
It has at first glance the ap- 


pearance of another "cave", and a 
weak one at that. Its motive, how- 
over, is undoubtedly the new effort 
which Britian is making to divorce 
France from her alliance with Russia

Bees on the Farm 


Goodall's Farmer holds that it is a 


mistake to keep no bees on the farm, 
and says that "if the farmer himaelf 
does not care to engage in the indus- 
try, his wife or daughter can take 
charge of that part of the farm busi- 
ness to their great pleasure and flnau- 
cial advantage. The 
danger 
from 


stings can be overcome if the proper 
precautions are taken and the bees 
approached gently and manipulated 
iu the same manner. Bee veils, gloves 
aud smokers will furnish 
additional 


protection to the more timid, and the 
whole season may be gone through 
without the keeper receiving a single 
sting. 


"If tho Carniolian or Italian strains 


aro kept *hey will be found almost as 
harmless aud gentle as house flies. 
This will bo found to be especially 
true as regards Carnioliaus, which 
senm to hnve no disposition whatever 
to sting. The acreage and variety of 
honey producing plants and flowers 
increases year by year. In addition to 
the 
fruit tree 
blossoms, the 
well 


known flowers and the common clovers 
and alfalfa 
fields are making their 


appearance in all parts of the country 
and the bokhara or aweet clover is 
flourishing along the roadsides and in 
waste places. Both of these legumes 
are excellent honey yielders and only 
need bees to utilize as honey gatherers 
and storers, bees perform a great and 
necessary work in pollenizing 
the 


bloom of the fruit trees, and this 
alone would justify the maintenance 
of a colony on the farm. "
